The  Year  in  Retrospect 
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On  April  9th  the  SGA  transi- 
tional dinner  marked  the  end 
of  Tony  Freitas'  reign  as  SGA 
president  as  he  moved  aside 
and  passed  the  gavel  to 
Chris  Callahan.  Many  disliked  Freitas  and 
many  others  thought  he  did  an  excellent 
job.  However,  how  did  Freitas  view  his  past 
year? 

"I  was  satisfied  with  my  accomplish- 
ments," he  commented.  "There  were  still  a 
lot  of  things  I  wanted  to  get  done." 

Freitas  expressed  disappointment  at  not 
changing  council  around  like  he  had 
wanted  to.  He  wanted  to  get  SGA  to  put 
less  emphasis  on  programming  (i.e. 
parties,  movies,  etc.)  and  more  emphasis 
on  important  issues  (i.e.  tuition  hikes,  finan- 
cial aid).  However,  he  does  feel  that  he  got 
some  of  his  ideas  across  to  other  members 
of  council. 

"I  think  I  woke  some  people  up  on 
council  and  hopefully  they'll  have  the  in- 
itiative to  change  it  into  a  student  lobbying 
power,"  he  said. 

When  asked  about  his  accomplish- 
ments as  SGA  president  he  modestly 
answered,  "I  don't  look  at  it  as  if  I  accom- 
plished things,  council  did." 

The  above  mentioned  "Things"  include 
money  for  WFRC  (WXPL)  to  go  FM  and  for 
buses  to  sporting  events.  "We  used  the 
money,  instead  of  boarding  it,"  Freitas 
said. 

Two  other  "things"  Freitas  would  have 
liked  to  do,  but  did  not  have  the  time  for, 
were  changing  the  way  budgeting  is  done 
and  straightening  out  the  situation  with  the 
school  lawyer,  Bill  Riley.  The  latter  problem 
is  that  Riley  requested  a  raise  over  a  year  ago  and  that  raise  was  vetoed  by  President  Mara.  Freitas  included  Riley's  raise 
in  the  1985-86  budget  which  has  not  been  seen  by  Mara  as  yet.  Freitas  did  comment  that,  "President  Mara  will  give  us 
whatever  students  want."  The  problems  with  Riley,  however,  appear  to  be  the  one  exception  to  that  statement. 

Freitas'  first  wish  was  to  have  budgeting  changed  so  that  not  as  much  money  would  go  to  classes  and  more  of  the 
money  would  be  budgeted  to  Interclubs.  He  would  like  to  have  seen  the  four  classes  required  to  submit  a  budget  just  as 
Interclubs  do. 

Freitas'  biggest  complaints  about  being  president  involve  personalities  and  communication.  One  problem,  he  felt, 
was  dealing  with  friends.  "They  expect  too  much  and  you  can't  deliver,"  he  added. 

Also  he  expressed  concern  about  the  problem  of  dealing  with  people  on  council  that  "got  on  their  own  tangents,  had 
private  wars."  His  last  complaint  was  about  the  lack  of  communication  between  himself  and  the  students.  "I  think  a  lot  of 
people  misunderstood  me.  They  assumed  among  themselves  instead  of  speaking  to  me."

The  best  things  about  being  president,  Freitas 
said,  were,  "seeing  something  accomplished  and 
the  people  I  met  on  the  outside."  People  refers  to 
State  Senators  and  Representatives  and  FSC's  ad- 
ministration. "I  met  people  on  a  different  level  than 
if  I  was  just  a  student." 

Freitas  feels  that  SGA  is  getting  better  and  hopes 
Callahan  can  keep  things  changing. 

"Students  understand  a  lot  more  about  SGA  than 
before,"  Freitas  said,  "but  we  still  have  far  to  go." 

Freitas  responded,  "of  course"  to  the  question 
"are  you  glad  it's  over?"  However,  he  did  say  he 
enjoyed  it,  but  feels  he's  accomplished  as  much  as 
he  could. 

"I  had  my  stay,"  said  Freitas.  "Now  it's  someone 
else's  turn,"

Ashby  Day  origin- 
ated as  a  small  $2.00  per  person 
guest  list  party  and  blossomed  into 
a  $10.00  per  ticket  all  out  bash  with 
live  music,  beer  and  food. 

The  Peter  Dayton  Band  opened 

this  year's  musical  entertainment 

which  consisted  of  four  bands. 

Dayton's  band  performed  mostly 

original  songs  from  their  extended  play  record  including  "Perfect  Wave,"  "Stuck  On  The  Same  Refrain,"  and 

the  hit  "Love  At  First  Sight. "  The  band  played  tight  rock  and  roll  with  rockabilly  influences  throughout  their  one 

hour  set. 

The  all  female  band  Lipstick  was  the  second  group  of  the  day.  The  girls  danced' their  way  through  their  set 
of  Top  40  tunes  including  numbers  by  Loverboy,  Journey,  Eddie  Money  and  Pat  Benetar.  The  band  rocked 
for  over  an  hour  before  ending  their  set  with  a  revived  up  version  of  Kiki  Dee's  hit  "I've  Got  The  Music  In  Me." 
Gary  Shane  and  the  Detour  took  the  stage  next.  Lead  singer  Gary  Shane,  formerly  of  Shane  Champagne, 
proved  to  be  a  strong  singer  as  well  as  guitar  player  throughout  the  day.  Original  songs  such  as 
"Nostradomus"  and  "Johnny's  Coaltrain"  showed  the  bands  innovation  and  style.  The  band  also  showed 
their  musical  roots  by  peforming  a  new  version  of  the  Four  Top  hits  from  the  1960's  "I  Can't  Help  Myself  (Sugar 
Pie  Honey  Bunch]." 

Loose  Caboose,  playing  Ashby  for  the  second  time  in  two  years,  were  the  final  band  of  the  day.  The  band 
played  a  shortened  set  because  they  had  to  perform  later  that  night  as  the  opening  act  for  the  band  Toots 
and  the  Maytals.  The  band  played  an  all  reggae  set  of  tunes  featuring  a  version  of  Musical  Youths  big  hit 
"Pass  The  Dutchie." 

The  musical  entertainment  was  an  expensive  part  of  Ashby  Day,  costing  $3,300  for  equipment,  bands 
and  stage  managers.  Other  expenses  such  as  75  kegs  of  Budweiser,  bus  transportation,  police  security  and 
a  $1,000  Music  Festival  License  ran  the  overall  costs  of  this  year's  event  over  $10,000. 

Producer  Mike  Allegretto  was  pleased  with  the  outcome  of  the  day.  "Ashby  Day  is  possible  because  of 
the  enthusiasm  and  interests  of  the  people  in  the  area,"  said  Allegretto.  "I  organized  it  but  the  people  are  the 
ones  who  really  put  it  all  together."

FSC 
now  awaits  word  on  a  possible  ECAC 
playoff  berth. 

Fitchburg  State  closed  out  its  season 
with  a  2-0  win  over  Nichols  early  last  week, 
then  battled  Western  New  England  to  a 
scoreless  tie  three  days  later,  Junior  Mike 
Perkins,  the  team's  leading  scorer  with  12 
goals  and  12  assists,  scored  the  gamewin- 
ner  in  the  victory  over  Nichols. 

The  Falcons  started  the  season  with  a  5-1 
win  over  Curry  and  then  battled  Rhode 
Island  to  a  1  -1  tie.  They  then  beat  Lyndon  State,  4-1 ,  and  had  a  big  win  over  Eastern  Connecticut, 
overtime.  It  was  the  second  year  in  a  row  the  Falcons  have  beaten  Eastern.  The  win  set  up  a 
matchup  with  Salem  State,  which  saw  Salem  prevail,  2-1,  in  double  overtime.
